But 
wlthont direction nnd sustained effort 
tin- expression of that desire. In the 
form of the ordinary "Clean Up Day" 
or "Week," is apt to result in a super- 
ficial sally against filth. 

Yearn agt> Alien W. Clark, n St. Louis 
editor, made np his mind that this 
natural "Clean Cp" instinct could lie 
turned to account, that It could be de- 
velo|K>d Into a real campaign working 
toward definite Ideals aud accomplish- 
ing permanent results. And so, in May, 
1012, Mr. Clnrk founded the National 
"Clean Up and Paint Up" Campaign 
Bureau, with headquarters In St 
Ixniis. Re hoped that a thorough-go- 
hnr movement, national In Its scuPe 
and practical In Its principles, might 
take the plsie of the "annual bath" 
idea us expressed In the old time "clean 
up day" or "week." 

A National Civic Movsmsnt. 
For four yenrs the scope of the Na- 
tional Uurcnu's service has rapidly ex- 
tended until this year It la co-operating 
tvtth more than 0,000 locnr communi- 
ties In the organization .and direction 
of real "Clean Up nnd Paint Up" cam-, 
pnlgns, uot "days," or "weeks." Con- 
tinuous campaigns for homes and 
hometowns Iieautlful, sanitary and 
safe, conducted by permanent commit- 
tees, and involving the co-operation of 
city and town olllclals, club womcfi, 
commercial organizations, the children, 
fire prevention Interests, all business 
men and property owners, la the goal 
n lined at by all of the National Bu- 
reau's propaganda. 

Mr. Clark declares that the bane of 
any community Is the citizen who lacks 
even a semblance of interest In the 
community, and that, strange as It may 
seem In a democracy, absence of this 
Interest seems to bo pretty generally 
prevalent In the average American 
community. Such a citizen would hnvo 
"The Town" or "The City," whatever 
those patuca £>ay signify \rUca the 
body of citizens Is eliminated, keep 
the streets and alleys clean, preserve 
the public uud individual health* elim- 
inate nuisances, mako everything In 
town splrk nnd span and satisfactory 
—while the citizen sits hack and 
looks oa. 

Tin? real "Cleun Up uud Palut Up" 
campaign, organized on the plans of 
the National Bureau, gives everyone 
somothlng definite to do to help make 
their honu>town beautiful, sanitary and 
safe. And the cainpulgn's educational 
influence should work steadily tho 
year 'round und year after year, nuto- 
nuttlciUy eliminating many nuisances 
caosed formerly by carelessness or 
thoughtlessness of property owners 
and teuunts.

Bit) suggested by the National Bureau 
are well illustrated by a brief descrip- 
tion of the local campaign organization 
in St. Loula. With various adaptations 
tills St. Lmuls plnn baa been fouud 
practicable In any city, no matter how 
large or small. 

The entire campaign Is under the di- 
rection of the Continuous St Louis 
"Clean Up and Paint Up" Campaign 
Committee, of which Charles M. Tal- 
bert, director of streets and sewers, la 
chairman. On this committee are va- 
rious civic and business leaders, includ- 
ing the leading club women of the city. 

Each member of the general commit- 
tee Is chairman of n subcommittee re- 
sponsible for some definite department 
of the campaign's activity. The Di- 
rector of Streets nnd Sewers Is chair- 
man of the committee on "Refuse 
Clean-up," the chief of the Fire De- 
partment Is chairman of the commit- 
tee on fire prevention and the head of 
the Health Department to chai rm a n 
of the committee on housing reform. 

A partial list of these campaign com- 
mittees, with notation of some of the 
objects of each, follows:
